From the Head Quarters of the Auftrian Army at Scar 
dingen, May 11. 

On the 27th of this Month a grand Council of War 
was held at Paffau, and in the Evening General Browne 
fet out for Prague, to carry her Majefty an exact Ac- 
count of the Refolarions take therein. On the 3oth, 
being the Day appointed for her Majefty’s folemn Eatry 
into the City laft mentioned, Prince Charles of Lorrain 
order’d 6 Battalions, and 22 Squadrons, to pafs the Ri- 
ver, over our Bridge; while, at the fame time, 6 Bat- 
talions, and 20 Squadrons, pafled the fame River at Cuhm. 
On the 4th we had Advice, that the Tsoops we had de- 
tach’d into the Archbifhoprick of Saltzbourg, had car- 
ried their Point, and forc’d the Hefflians and Palatines to 
retire. On the 6th a Courier from Franconia brought 
Advice, that the Englifh were in full Marcb for the Main, 
and that the King of Great Britain was foon expected, 
to take upon himfelf the Command of the Army. This 
News was immediately made publick, and a good Quin- 
tity of Liquor given to the Soldiers, who drank to the 
King of Great Britain’s Health with great Alacrity. 

On the 8th his Royal Highnefs detach’d Baroo Beren- 
claw at the Head of a contiderable Body of Horfe and 
Dragoons, to drive the French from Truffleren, a Poft 
on this Side the Rott, whieb had been occupied. by the 
famous Partizan Col. La Croix. He had with him 6 or. 
joo Men, and mede-at firf-fome Shew of Fighting, but 
he was quickly convinced that this was to little Purpofe ; 
whereupon he and his Troops furrender’d Prifoners of 
War. The fame Fate betel the Chevalier de Kermelec, 
whom the King of France, for his good Services, had 
lately made a Lieutenant-Colonel. Baron Bereaciau hav- 
ing left a {mall Detachment in Truffleren, pafs’d the Rore, 
and attack’d Pfarkirchen, where he made the reft of La 
Croix’s Troops. Prifoners, under the Command of the 
Captains Demoulin and Dulemont. This was chiefly oc- 
cafion’d by the Prince of Conti’s having withdrawn all 
his Troops from the Poft they occupied between the 
Ifer and the Inn; which left La Croix entirely without 
Support, and open’d the Way to the glorious Action of 
the next Morning. 

On the gth, at Break of Day, Prince Charles of Lor- 
rain march’d with that Body of Horfe and Foot which 
had paficd the Inn at Oberperg, towards Erblach and 
Dobell, which lie above Braunau, between the Rott and 
the Inn; there General Menucci had a Body of ten But- 
talions and 18 Squadrons of Bavarian Troops, making in 
all about 7000 Men. General Baroni had Orders to at- 
tack him with his Huflars in the Fiank, while Prince 
Charles, with the reft of his Troops, attack’d in Front. 
The Engagement continued very warm for fome Hours, 
which was chiefly owing to five Pieces of Cannon poft- 
ed on an Eminence at Dobell, which gaui’d the Auftrians 
very much, till a Body of Huflars difmounted, and made 
themfelves Mafters of them; which was a Thing never 
known before. This threw the Enemy into great Con- 
fafion, and after a Difpute of five Hours, they were en- 
titely broken and difperfed, infomuch that not soo 
wmarch’d off che Field of Battie. General Minucciis dan- 
geroufly wounded, and taken Prifoner; fo are the Major- 
Generals Pryfing and Gabrielj, and Baron de Meesbach, 
Colonel ot Horfe ;_ the young Count Hollenfteia was thor, 
in'the beginning of the Engagement, in the Rim of his 
Belly,.and died before Night. He is heartily regretted 
by all the World, and, it is thought, his Lofs will greatly 
affect his unfortunate Father, who loved him tenderly. 
(He was Natural Son to the Emperor.) The fine Re- 
giment of Heflian Dragoons in the Emperor’s Service 
are two-thitds of them cut.to Pieces; We reckon that 
about 2000 were killed upon the Spot, and that near as
